of Los Angeles, representing the 
independent . producers, told the 
government’s newly-formed — oil 
committee today. 

Son’s testimony wag vigorously 
disputed by Thomas A. O’}iynnell, 
also of Los Angeles ang a member 
of the committee, who denied that 
the “big eight” attempt to op- 
erate a8 a monopoly. On the con- 
trary, O’Donnell said, they are in 
keen competition with each other. 

This was the first meeting of 
the committee which, wag or- 
ganized by Secretary of the In- 
terior Work to draft proposed 
legislation for submission to 
congress, designed to conserve the 
nation’s of] supply. The commit- 
tee is composed of three repre- 
sentatives each of the government, 
the oil industry, and the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, with Henry 
M. Bates,. of the University of 
Michigan, as chairman. 

Son recommended that the 
regulation of oil production be 
left to the individual states. He 
defended the right of each state 
to control the production within. 
its borders as a public utility. 

Basing ‘his claim’ that the “big 
eight” control California’s pro- 
ducing wells, on statistics for the 
year 1926, Son said: 

“The total producing wells of 
the state for that year were 11,506, 
and of these the eight zefiners. 
owned 8,599, and‘ the independents 
owned 2-907, roughly in ‘tie prox, 


‘portion respectively of 76 per cent 
and 24 per cent.” The independ=... 
ents number 410 organizations... ~]'
